Hut —I liavo tho honor, in conformity 


to the 7th Boclion of Iho IVth atticlo of 
tho charter of snld city, lo return to you 
without iny signature and approval, hut 
with my objections thereto, tlio pfo'\m- 
blo and resolutions following tho name anil 
distinguished as 1st and lind, which were 
adopted by the City Council at Its mooting 
on tho 8th inst., touching tho subject o 
" OommlBBloners' Supervisory Board o 
Water Works." 
My objections to naid 


resolutions aro briefly ae follows: 


Tbo preamble rocitos tho adoption of an 


ordinance on tho sad of Octobor, 1871, en- 
titled "An ordinance establishing a depart- 
monl of thu city government to bo entitled 
'Water Works Department,' aud for estab- 
lishing rates of watur runts"; and recites 
that by tho lot section of said ordinance the 
said department was established to to un- 
der the control of commissioner!), to bo 
styled "Commissioners' Supervisory Board 
of Water Works") aud recites Ibat tho 
second section of Bald ordinance uroyluob 
that 
snld 
Cotntcissionorn' 
Supervisory 


Board shall consist of three members, to bo 
uleclod from tho members of tho City Coun- 
cil ; and recites, farther, that on tho 'Jfith 
of March, 1872, tho City Council passed an 
ordinance purporting to bo amendatory ol 
snld ordinance passed October 2J, 1871, 
and that by tho second flection ot snld so- 
called amendatory ordinance It is provided 
that tho Mayor shall appoint Iho members 
of suid board, and that tho section ol said 
orlcinal ordinance making said comm s- 
aioimrs elective by the Cily Council la by 
wld KO called amundutory ordinance at- 
tempted 10 bo repealed ; aud that tho so- 
called amendatory ordinance is in violation 
of Iho provisions of tho' amended charter 
of the cily of Deoalur, and that enid amen- 
ded clmrtcr confides the appointing in such 
canes to the City Council; and reeiloa, tar- 
Iher, that it ia Hie sense of tho City Council 
that no-called amendatory ordinance Is 
without warrant of law aud wholly void, 
etc eti!.; and rocitos that it ia expedient 


Imve the offecl to repeal tho 20 section of 
tho ordinance of tho 28d Oqjober, 1871. 
These assumptions are directly controver- 
ted by tho facts, as shown by the recorj. 


There are only two assignable reasons 


why Die second Bection of the ordinance of 
28U October, 1871, can be said not to be 
repealed, namely : 1st. That tho power as- 
suming to repeal it was Incomplete to the 
purpose : 2d, That a competent power ns- 
sumltig BO to do, failed in BO assuming and 
acting to uae apt and proper language lor 
tho purpose. Tho record shows tho tact 
to bo that neither of the reasons exist i but 
on the contrary that tho power which pass- 
ed the said ordinance of tho 28d October, 
1871, is tho earno power which on tho aotu 
of March, 1872, assumed by ordinance to 
repeal the said second section of the ordi- 
nance of the 28c\ of October, 1871, ami 
Hint that power, to-wit i the City Council, 
so assuming and acting, with that purpose 
of repeal, having competent 
authority 


thereto, did adopt apt and appropriate Ian- 
Kuago to effect and accomplish the said 
purpose of repeal.

by them In entitling tho ordinance of the 
26th Murch, 1872, aforesaid Is " An ordi- 
nance amendatory of an ordinance, entitled 
'An ordinance establishing a department of 
the city government, to bo entitled Water 
Wotks Department,' and for establishing 
rates of water rents i" tlicn tho language 
used by them in enacting ^tho repeal Is as 
follows ;

The deceased was about 4."> years of age, 


and at ono time was a merchant In this 
city, but bis unfortunate appetite long since 
rendered him unfit for business, and for 
several years past he has been little better 
than an imbecile. Ills son Frank, t« 
whom the letter of tho deceased wan ad- 
dressed, is a young man of good repute, 


Considerable indignation Is felt among 


our citizens to-day, in regard to tho man- 
ner in which the deceased was neglected 
after his discovery in the cemetery. Not- 
withstanding the fact that bis letter declar- 
ed his intention to commit suie'ulo, and the 
additional circumstance of bis admission 
tlmt he I]nd taken morphine, bo was taken 
to the ciiliiboosc and put to bed as though 
nothing more than a night's sleep w as nec- 
essary to rountornet tho effects of tho poison. 
No physician was cnllcd, and tho unfortu- 
unto man was left to die without a single 
effort to stwo bim. \Vo arc informed that 
tbo Cily Council last fall ordered the keeper 
of tho calabooso not to employ a physi- 
cian to wait upon tho prlsoueiB without an 
order from some one of tho city officers.

Corman, of the Tribune, we visited 
the Holly Water Works, located on tho 
banks of tho beautiful Sangamon, about a 
mile south of the city. Tho natural seen- 
ory in this locality is grand and picturesque, 
especially so at this season of Iho yoai. 


Tho building containing the engine and 


works is a substantial brick, under which 
n large well has been sunk, fed from the 
river by a twouty-inch pipe. The onglue is 
oighty-horao power with n capacity tothiow 
a million gallons of water in twenty-four 
hums, with a single pump. Mr. Handy, 
tho engineer, keeps the engine in shining 
order. 


Holly's rotary pump is a useful Invention 


of great beauty and convenience. The en- 
gine has been tested with 200 Ibs of steam; 
tho nio'pressuro is 125 Ihsj but for domes 
tic purposes 50 ms is sufflolent. 
A No. 8 


Cameron pump has been added, so as to 
Increase tho facilities lor throwing water 
In cases oi' emergency, tho latter pump be- 
ing used ordinarily, making a total of three 
pumpa-tho Holly being double-all in 
good order. A twelve-inch main extends 
from tho water works to Iho old square, 
which is kept full of water constantly. 
Two largo tubular boilers, manufactured 
by (J. 0 Uurroughs & Co., of this cliy, fur- 
nish tho stcfHii to run these works, and are 
an exhibition of skill and extraordinary in- 
Ri-nully. Tho machinery is very sensitive, 
and goes volimlarlly at lightning speed 
whenever an extra amount of water is de- 
manded, though, the pressure of the steam 
is regulated by the engineer. On an aver- 
ago, two tons ot coal in 21 hours will run 
tho machinery, the coal being received from 


reasons fin the adoption of such a regula- 
tion, but il.woukl seem that the most com- 
mon promptings of humanity ought to bo 
enough to justify tho violation of such an 
order under circumstances of this charac- 
ter. It Is a sad commentary upon our civ- 
ilization that a human being—no matter 
bow degraded he may liavo been—should 
bo permitted to perish under circumstances 
of such cruel neglect. We do not pretend
